Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  1960. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
at  mid  year  1960  was  29,650,  being  a decrease  of  1,010  on  the 
previous  year.  This  fall  was  expected  in  view  of  the  partial 
closing  down  of  activities  at  the  Spadeadam  Rocket  site  during 
the  year. 

The  corrected  Birth  rate  of  20.8  per  1,000  of  population 
showed  a distinct  increase  over  the  previous  year  when  the 
rate  was  17.3.  The  England  and  Wales  rate  for  1960  was 
17.1. 

The  corrected  Death  rate,  on  the  other  hand,  at  12.4  per 
1,000  of  population  was  a little  higher  than  the  figure  of  1 1.5 
recorded  in  1959,  and  compared  with  a rate  of  11.5  for  the 
Country  generally. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  was  22.3  per  1,000  live  births, 
a little  above  the  rate  of  21.6  the  previous  year  and  compared 
with  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  21.7. 

Infectious  diseases  notifications  totalled  114,  compared 
with  361  in  1959. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  no  case  of  Poliomyelitis  has 
occurred  in  the  district  for  the  past  two  years.  During  1960 
the  Vaccination  campaign,  commenced  in  1956,  was  extended 
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lo  include  adults  up  to  40  years  of  age.  The  response  in  this 
group  was  most  disappointing  however. 

Apart  from  several  small  extensions  of  Water  Supplies, 
no  large  scale  woxk  was  carried  out  during  the  year  in  this 
sphere  of  the  Council’s  activities.  During  1960  it  was 
definitely  announced  that  the  water  undertakings  of  the  Border 
Rural  District  would  be  transferred  to  the  City  of  Carlisle  in 
April,  1961. 

Regarding  sewerage,  plans  were  submitted  for  several 
new  schemes  and  although  none  were  completed,  several  small 
extensions  to  existing  plants  were  carried  out. 

A total  of  231  houses  were  built  during  the  year,  46  by 
the  Council  and  185  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition,  by 
the  end  of  the  year,  another  59  were  in  course  of  erection  by 
the  Council.  Fuller  details  on  these  and  other  housing  matters 
are  given  in  the  report  of  Mr.  Watson,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 

May  I again  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their 
interest  and  support  at  all  times.  To  all  members  of  the 
Council  Staff  and  especially  to  those  in  the  Health  Department, 
I extend  my  grateful  thanks  for  their  ever  willing  help  and 
co-operation.

Agriculture  and  Dairy  Farming  continue  to  be  the  main 
industries  of  the  district  and  to  my  knowledge  no  new  indust- 
ries were  brought  into  the  area  during  the  year. 


The  Spadeadam  Rocket  Testing  Site  although  still  func- 
tioning did  so  at  the  cost  of  a considerably  reduced  technical 
and  labour  force  in  view  of  its  uncertain  future.  In  the 
Brampton  and  surrounding  area,  therefore,  there  was  a period 
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of  time  during  1960  when  there  was  some  degree  of  unem- 
ployment. This  was  never  serious  and  workers  were  absorbed 
into  the  labour  force  necessary  for  the  construction  of  the 
railway  marshalling  yard  in  the  Kingmoor/Cargo  district.

Infantile  Mortality: 

There  were  12  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  22.3  per  thousand  live 
births  as  compared  with  a rate  of  21.6  in  1959.  The  rate  for 
the  administrative  County  of  Cumberland  was  23.1  per 
thousand  live  births  while  that  for  England  and  Wales  was 
21.7. 

From  the  appropriate  table  (Infantile  Mortality  Rate)  it 
will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  a steady  decline  over  the 
Country  generally  and  over  the  last  4 years  the  figures  for  the 
Border  Area  have  been  fairly  close  to  the  England  and  Wales 
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rate.  Of  the  12  infants  who  died  7 were  boys  and  5 girls  and, 
with  one  exception,  all  were  born  in  a Maternity  Hospital; 
seven  died  in  the  Hospital  of  birth  while  4 died  in  General 
Hospitals  to  which  they  were  transferred  after  birth.  It  will  be 
noted  that  7 died  within  a week  of  birth  and  9 were  under 
4 weeks.

Maternal  Mortality. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  1960  and  it  is  now  6 years  since  such  a death 
occurred. 


Cancer  Mortality. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  there  were 
47  deaths  from  Cancer,  being  12  2%  of  total  deaths  and 
equivalent  to  a rate  of  1.6  per  1000  of  pooulation.  These 
figures  are  a little  lower  than  the  rates  for  1959  and  well  below 
the  national  rate  of  over  2 per  thousand  of  population  or 
19%  of  all  deaths. 

In  studying  my  own  records  I found  that  there  were  in 
fact  four  additional  male  and  two  additional  female  deaths 
from  Cancer,  but  as  these  deaths  had  been  certified  as  prim- 
arily due  to  other  conditions  they  have  not  been  included  in 
the  Registrar  General’s  figures.  Even  so,  it  would  seem  that 
Cancer  deaths  in  the  Border  Area  are  not  increasing  at  the 
same  rate  as  in  the  Country  generally. 
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The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  69.3  while  that  of 
females  was  63.8,  both  being  higher  than  the  figures  for  1959. 
The  age  range  of  Cancer  deaths  in  males  was  40  to  84  years.

While  there  was  a fall  in  Cancer  deaths  in  the  Border 
area  during  1960  there  was  the  expected  rise  in  such  deaths 
over  the  Country  as  a whole.  A total  of  98,691  was  recorded 
being  an  increase  of  1,575  over  the  previous  year.  Lung 
Cancer  deaths  totalled  21,992  being  an  increase  of  929  over 
1959.  Over  the  past  15  years  Lung  Cancer  deaths  have  in- 
creased at  the  alarming  rate  of  nearly  1,000  annually.  As  a 
result  of  detailed  investigations  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council,  and  other  bodies,  heavy  cigarette  smoking  is  un- 
doubtedly a most  important  factor  in  causation  of  Lung 
Cancer. 
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For  example  it  was  found  that  among  non-smokers  one 
death  in  every  300  was  due  to  Lung  Cancer,  whereas  in 
people  who  smoked  ten  cigarettes  a day  Lung  Cancer  ac- 
counted for  one  death  in  every  25,  and  one  death  in  8 where 
twenty  cigarettes  a day  were  smoked. 

Deaths  from  all  causes. 

The  total  deaths  recorded  in  1960  showed  an  increase  of 
15  over  the  previous  year — 385  compared  with  370 — giving  a 
crude  death  rate  of  12.9  per  thousand  of  population  and  a 
corrected  rate  of  12.4.  This  latter  figure  compares  with  a rate 
of  11.5  in  1959  and  is  above  the  England  and  Wales  figure 
of  11.5  for  1960. 

In  1960,  of  the  total  deaths  registered  in  the  area,  45 
occurred  in  Garlands  Hospital  equal  to  11.7%  of  all  deaths 
as  compared  with  14%  in  1959.  Patients  dying  in  Garlands 
Hospital  are  only  counted  as  deaths  in  the  Border  District 
if  they  have  been  inpatients  for  over  6 months  prior  to  death. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System 

Deaths  from  conditions  under  this  heading  totalled  193, 
representing  50%  of  all  deaths  in  the  district.  This  rate  is  a 
little  higher  than  the  47%  rate  recorded  in  1959  and  is  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  rate  for  the  Country  as  a whole. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  appropriate  table  that  there 
were  no  less,  than  85  deaths  from  Coronary  and  Angina  forms 
of  heart  disease,  equal  to  22%  of  all  deaths.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  heart  disease  of  this  form  is  increasing  over  the 
whole  Country  and  much  research  is  being  carried  out  toward 
the  elucidation  of  the  problem. 

As  explained  in  previous  reports  this  above-average  figure 
for  such  deaths  in  the  Border  area  is  partly  due  to  the  very 
high  death  rate  from  heart  conditions  of  patients  in  Garlands 
Hospital;  e.g.  of  the  45  deaths  occurring  in  this  Hospital 
no  less  than  64%  died  from  some  form  of  heart  disease. 
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Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System. 

Cerebral  haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis  accounted  for  55 
deaths  representing  14.2%  of  all  deaths.  This  figure  com- 
pares with  18.4%  recorded  in  1959  and  is  well  below  the 
National  level. 

Cancer  Deaths. 

As  already  indicated  there  were  47  Cancer  deaths,  being 
12.2%  of  all  deaths,  a figure  which  shows  a fall  compared 
with  the  14%  rate  in  1959. 

Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  System — excluding  Tuber- 
culosis, accounted  for  18  deaths,  equal  to  4.7%  of  total 
deaths.  This  is  well  below  the  National  rate  and  is  just  a 
little  above  the  4.3%  recorded  in  1959. 

Death  from  Motor  Vehicle  Accidents  amounted  to  7, 
being  1 less  than  in  1959  while  all  other  accidents  accounted 
for  12  deaths,  being  3 more  than  in  1959.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA 


Laboratoiy  Services. 

All  necessary  facilities  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  service  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary,  Dr.  J.  S. 
Faulds  being  the  Consultant  Pathologist  and  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies 
the  Consultant  Bacteriologist. 

I would  record  my  grateful  thanks  to  these  gentlemen 
and  their  staff  for  the  excellent  co-operation  and  help  given 
so  freely  during  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health  Authority  pro- 
vides and  administers  all  Ambulance  Services.  An  ambulance 
based  at  Kirklinton  serves  the  Northern  area  while  the  rest 
of  the  district  is  served  from  Carlisle.  In  addition  an  In- 
fectious Disease  ambulance  is  provided  at  Longtown  Hospital 
and  “Sitting  Case”  cars  are  available  throughout  the  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council  provides  all  the  necessary  services 
including  District  Nurses,  Midwives,  Health  Visitors  and 
Home  Helps.  There  were  41  Home  Helps  on  the  Register 
being  3 less  than  last  year. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  has  been  no  change  in  such  facilities,  there  being 
two  County  Clinics  in  the  area,  namely: — 


Brampton — 1st  and  3rd  Fridays.

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In  addition.  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and  Orthopaedic 
Specialist  Qinics  are  held  at  14  Portland  Square  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  the  year. 

Additional  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  sessions  were  held 
in  both  Clinics  during  the  year. 

Dental  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Brampton,  Longtown  and 
Carlisle  every  week. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies: 

The  regular  sampling  of  the  water  supplies  owned  by  the 
Council  was  maintained  and  in  all  105  samples  were  sub- 
mitted for  bacteriological  ex'amination  w^ith  the  following 
results: — 

Excellent  , 95  = 90.5% 

Unsatisfactory  10=  9.5% 

Three  chemical  examinations  were  also  made  with  satis- 
factory reports  in  all. 

Nine  samples  were  also  submitted  for  radioactive 
material,  and  all  were  reported  as  radio-biologically  inactive. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W.  Skerry,  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  report  on  water  and  sewerage  improvements 
carried  out  during  1960. 

Water. 

1 . Regrouping. 

Following  an  enquiry  in  October,  1959  the  Draft  Car- 
lisle Water  Order  was  published  where  it  was  proposed 
that  the  Undertaking  of  the  Border  Rural  District 
Council  be  transferred  to  that  of  the  Carlisle  Corpora- 
tion: proposed  date  of  transfer  given  as  1st  April,  1961. 
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2.  Low  House  Water  Supply 

Detailed  proposals  for  providing  water  to  this  area  from 
the  adjoining  area  of  the  Penrith  Rural  District  were 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  work  on  the  extension  was 
commenced  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

3.  Crew  Fell  Water  Supply. 

Proposals  for  extending  mains  in  the  Penton  area  were 
submitted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  and  it  is  anticipated  that  work 
will  be  commenced  in  January,  1961. 

4.  Brampton  Water  Supply 

(i)  Proposals  for  the  installation  of  a booster  to  augment 
the  Geltsdale  supply  in  the  Brampton  area  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment but  the  actual  installation  had  not  commenced  by 
the  end  of  the  year. 

(ii)  Small  extensions  totalling  400  lineal  yards  were  laid 
to  a small  private  estate.  Green  Croft  being  developed 
by  Messrs.  Laing  and  the  Council  Estate  adjoining, 
Parkhead. 

5.  Roughton  Gill  Water  Supply. 

A small  extension  of  approximately  650  yards  was  laid 
during  the  year  from  Brisco  down  to  High  Woodbank 
where  a small  scheme  of  redevelopment  was  being  un- 
dertaken by  a private  developer. 

6.  Wetheral  Water  Supply. 

A short  extension  of  approximately  350  yards  was  car- 
ried out  to  afford  supplies  to  a small  estate  being  de- 
veloped on  the  Plains  Road  by  Messrs.  Twiname. 
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Sewerage. 

Longtown. 

Detailed  drawings  for  new  works  were  submitted  and 
approved  by_  the  Ministry  during  the  year,  work  on 
which  is  expected  to  start  early  1961. 

Rockcliffe. 

Following  on  outline  scheme  being  submitted  in  res- 
pect of  the  above  village,  an  enquiry  was  held  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  and  the  proposed  scheme  was  agreed 
to  in  principle.  Detailed  drawings  were  in  hand  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  year.  Work  is  expected  to  start  in 
1961. 

Hayton  Sewerage 

An  extension  to  Hayton  Town  Head  of  approximately 
860  yards  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Castle  Carrock  Sewerage 

An  extension  on  the  above  system  to  Oak  Tree  Hall 
amounting  to  480  yards  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

West  Hall  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

A scheme  for  the  provision  of  a small  works  was  pre- 
pared during  the  year.  Unfortunately  the  owner  of  the 
land  in  question  died  and  purchase  of  the  land  is  held 
up  meanwhile.  It  is  expected  that  work  will  be  carried 
out  in  1961. 

Houghton  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

A scheme  for  extending  the  works  as  originally  envis- 
aged was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  and 
approved.  Tenders  for  carrying  out  the  work  have  been 
received  and  work  is  expected  to  start  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Minor  extensions  to  public  sewers  were  carried  out  at 
Brampton  and  Wetheral  to  allow  for  small  private  estates 
being  developed.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Diseases  totalled  114  com- 
pared with  361  in  1959.  It  was  expected  that  there  would  be 
a drop  in  notifications  in  1960  in  view  of  the  large  number 
of  Measles  cases  notified  during  1959. 


Measles. 

A total  of  40  cases  was  notified  compared  with  313  in 
1959  and  with  the  record  number  of  688  in  1957.  As  usual 
most  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  5 — 10  year  age  group,  and 
to  my  knowledge  no  case  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  there 
were  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough. 

During  the  year  54  cases  were  notified,  chiefly  in  the 
5 years  and  over  age  group,  compared  with  no  notifications  in 
1959. 

In  my  1959  ifeport  I loommented  on  the  absence  of 
Whooping  Cough  notifications  and  siiggested  that  this  might 
be  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  young  children  pro- 
tected by  vaccination.  I also  suggested  that  absence  of  cases 
during  1959  might  be  due  to  the  very  mild  type  of  case  occur- 
ring whereby  no  doctor  was  called  in.  No  case  was  admitted 
to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

^ A total  of  519  vaccinations  was  carried  out  during  the 
year,  an  increase  over  1959. 


Scarlet  Fever. 

Nine  cases  were  notified  compared  with  26  in  1959;  all 
were  of  a mild  nature  and  treated  at  home.  All  occurred  in 
the  4 — 10  years  age  group. 
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Streptococcal  Sore  Throats  due  to  Lancefield  Group  “ A ” 
Type  Organism. 

Sore  throats  (Tonsillitis)  cases  are  not  notifiable  but  when 
due  to  above  orgaoisna  I receive  copies  of  positive  Bacterio- 
logical findings  from  Dr.  Davies,  Bacteriologist,  and  as  men- 
tioned in  my  1959  report  these  cases  are  followed  up.  During 
1960,  15  such  cases  were  reported  (admittedly  only  a fraction 
of  the  true  incidence)  and,  in  the  case  of  school  children  and 
food  handlers  especially,  visited  and  negative  swabs  obtained 
before  resumption  of  school  or  work  was  allowed. 


Pneumonia. 

Seven  cases  were  notified,  mainly  in  adults,  as  compared 
with  16  in  1959. 

There  was  one  death  of  a notified  case  although  it  will  be 
noted  in  the  Registrar  General’s  table  three  deaths  from 
Pneumonia  were  recorded.  I would  point  out  that  not  all 
forms  of  Pneumonia  are  notifiable  hence  the  apparent  dis- 
crepancy. 


Dysentery. 

Only  one  case  of  Dysentery  was  notified,  relating  to  a 
young  .man  who  worked  as  a joiner  at  Spadeadam  and  who 
was  in  fact  an  incomer  to  the  district.  Bacteriological  examin- 
ation confirmed  that  the  disease  was  due  to  the  commonly 
found  Sonnei  organism,  but  despite  intensive  investigation 
the  original  source  of  infection  was  never  discovered. 


Food  Poisoning. 

One  case  only  was  notified  during  the  year  and  proved 
to  be  very  interesting  although  strictly  speaking  not  a true 
case  of  Food  Poisoning.  The  patient,  an  elderly  widow,  be- 
came suddenly  acutely  ill  and  was  admitted  to  Hospital  owing 
to  dehyd^'ation  from  severe  diarrhoea  and  vomiting. 
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Bacteriological  investigation  showed  that  the  acute  ab- 
dominal symptoms  were  due  to  infection  with  the  Salmonella 
typhi-murium  organism,  a Food  Poisoning  organism.  Fur- 
ther investigation,  however,  disclosed  the  fact  that  6 days 
before  taking  ill  the  lady  had  taken  delivery  of  80  one  day 
old  chicks,  and  within  48  hours  some  of  the  chicks  had  died, 
and  within  5 days  more  than  half  had  died.  It  was  found 
tliat  the  chicks  had  also  died  of  the  same  Salmonella  organism, 
presumably  due  to  infection  of  the  fertilised  eggs.  Un- 
doubtedly the  lady  had  been  infected  from  the  diseased  chicks. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  and  Vaccmation. 

No  case  has  occurred  in  the  area  since  1957  when  one 
case  was  notified. 

The  vaccination  campaign,  which  commenced  in  1956, 
was  extended  during  1960  to  include  adults  up  to  40 
years  of  age,  but  the  response  in  this  age  group  was  disap- 
pointing. I am  glad  to  report,  however,  that  the  high  rate 
of  vaccination  attained  in  the  younger  age  group  was  main- 
tained and  it  will  be  noted  from  the  table  below  that  a further 
1,300  (all  age  up  to  40  years)  were  fully  protected  during  the 
year. 

Several  visits  were  paid  to  industrial  concerns  in  the  area 
and  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  management  vaccina- 
tions were  carried  out  on  the  premises.  The  usual  sessions 
were  held  in  Clinics  and  the  majority  of  the  schools  were  also 
visited  for  vaccinations  purposes. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  campaign  has  been  suc- 
cessful as  judged  by  the  fall  in  Polio  notifications  and  more 
important  the  marked  fall  in  deaths  from  this  disease.  The 
number  of  deaths  for  England  and  Wales  from  acute  Polio- 
myelitis declined  from  129  in  1958  and  66  in  1959  to  22  in 
1960,  the  lowest  figure  since  separate  records  began  in  1911. 
Total  notifications  declined  from  1,345  in  1959  to  528  in  1960. 
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Smallpox. 

No  case  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the  district  during 
the  year.  Primary  vaccinations  were  practically  the  same  as 
in  previous  years  but  there  was  a slight  fall  in  the  number  of 
revaccinations.

Diphtheria. 

For  the  12th  successive  year  no  case  has  occurred  in  the 
district  and  it  is  now  14  years  since  a death  was  recorded 
from  the  disease.  While  this  is  satisfactory  so  far  as  Cum- 
berland is  concerned,  in  the  Country  generally  there  were  5 
deaths  from  Diphtheria  as  compared  with  no  deaths  in  1959. 
A total  of  157  notifications  were  received  (England  and  Wales) 
but  as  only  53  of  these  were  verified  as  true  Diphtheria,  the 
disease  is  still  a serious  one  giving  rise  to  a 10%  death  rate. 

I would  like  a^ain  to  quote  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  for 
England  and  Wales  who  stated: — 

“It  is  quite  clear  that  there  is  still  a danger  that  this 
disease  could  again  become  a serious  problem  and  that  efforts 
to  maintain  a high  level  of  immunisation  of  children  cannot 
be  relaxed.”

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Of  the  22  cases  added  to  the  register  12  were  inward 
transfer  cases,  i.e.  cases  already  notified  elsewhere  in  the 
Country  but  who  had  moved  into  the  Border  area  during  the 
year. 

One  case  was  discovered  as  a result  of  a visit  to  the 
M.M.R.  Unit.  Four  of  the  new  notified  cases  related  to 
patients  in  Garlands  Hospital. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures  there  was 
only  one  death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  but  from  my 
own  records  two  females  who  were  on  the  Tuberculosis  Regis- 
ter died  during  the  year — one  from  Cerebral  Thrombosis,  a 
non-pulmonary  case,  and  the  other  from  Cancer  of  the  lung 
superadded  to  her  tuberculous  condition. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  on  the 
Tuberculosis  Register  at  31st  December,  1960.  The  total  of 
252  represents  an  increase  of  one  over  the  1959  figure,  there 
being  an  increase  of  6 males  but  a decrease  of  5 females  as 
compared  with  1959.

Prevenricn  of  Tuberculosis. 

(a)  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Radiography  Unit  paid  visits  to  the  district  during 
the  year  and  the  results  of  these  visits  are  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table.  It  will  be  noted  that  one  new  case  was  dis- 
covered and  15  inactive  cases;  in  addition  112  other  abnor- 
malities, not  necessarily  diseased  conditions,  were  also  brought 
to  light. 

It  is  disappointing  to  report  that  there  was  a fall  of  nearly 
1,000  in  the  total  attendances  at  these  special  sessions,  but  I

would  point  out  that  this  is  partly  explained  by  the  fact  that 
the  total  labour  force  at  Spadeadam  fell  considerably  during 
the  year  and  the  Unit  has  ceased  visiting  Garlands  Hospital 
as  this  hospital  now  has  its  own  x-ray  plant.  Apart  from  the 
visits  paid  to  the  district  the  Static  Unit  in  Carlisle  is  available 
two  days  every  week  where  the  public  can  attend  without  any 
prior  appointment  and  many  people  from  the  Border  area  do 
in  fact  take  advantage  of  this  service,  but  many  more  should 
attend  as  a matter  of  routine  every  year. 

I would  again  like  to  thank  Dr.  Morton  and  his  staff  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  in  this  work.

SLUM  CLEARANCE

The  number  of  new  drainage  schemes  and  water  closets 
provided  in  place  of  earth  closets  etc.,  is  81.

Caravan  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings 

On  the  29th  August  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  1960,  came  into  force.  The  Act  confers  on 
local  authorities  more  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan 
sites  and  a review  of  all  existing  sites  is  being  made.  This 
will  allow  the  planning  status  of  each  site  to  be  determined 
and  also  afford  the  Council  an  opportunity  to  bring  the  older 
sites  up  to  the  Model  Standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  ar/d  Local  Government. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  5 sites  had  been  licensed  under 
this  Act  with  accommodation  for  44  caravans.

Knackers  Yards 

There  are  two  Knackers’  Yards  in  the  district  which  are 
licensed  annually.  They  are  both  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Acts — 

Rodent  Control. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  during  the  year  to  serve  any 
statutory  notices.  Regular  visits  are  made  to  farms  by  tho 
Council’s  Rodei>t  operator  but  owing  to  the  large  number  of 
agricultural  holdings  (about  1700)  it  is  not  possible  to  visit 
them  all  every  year,  and  in  practice  about  500  is  the  maximum 
that  can  be  surveyed.  There  were  no  cases  of  severe  infesta- 
tion although  there  are  many  with  minor  infestations  and 
when  these  are  found  follow-up  visits  are  made.  Generally 
speaking  most  farmers  can  control  the  rats  with  the  use  of 
Warfarin  poison,  although  many  have  contracts  with  private 
operators. 

The  Council’s  Refuse  Tips  and  Sewerage  Works  are  all 
visited  frequently  and  treated  as  necessary. 


Refuse  Collection 

No  major  extensions  to  the  areas  of  collection  were  made 
during  the  year,  but  approximately  95%  of  the  houses  have 
a once-weekly  collection.  The  remaining  5%  are  situated  in 
the  more  thinly  populated  parts  of  the  district  and  it  is  difficult 
to  include  them  in  the  scheme  owing  to  the  long  distances 
involved. 

The  amount  of  new  building  that  has  occurred  in  recent 
years  in  the  Parishes  near  to  the  City  of  Carlisle  and  in 
Brampton  necessitated  an  extensive  revision  of  the  collecting 
areas  and  an  additional  large  vehicle  was  purchased.  The 
scheme  at  present  would  allow  for  some  expansion  for  addi- 
tional building.  No  additional  vehicles  are  likely  to  be  re- 
quired in  the  foreseeable  future,  but  the  two  oldest  vehicles 
will  need  replacement  before  long. 

During  the  year  a tractor  with  various  appliances  was 
purchased  for  maintenance  work  on  refuse  tips  and  has 
proved  of  great  value. 
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Salvage 

The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected  and  disposed  of 
during  the  financial  year  was  35  tons  6 cwt.  3 qtrs.,  and  though 
small  was  an  increase  on  the  preceding  year.
